Editorial 





ABSORBENTS IN THE BARN YARD. 
ANY times 
while visiting 
among farmers 
we have gladly 
- accepted an in- 
vitation to look 
at the stock of 
cattle, but in a 
few cases we 
have found it 
/- difficult to get 
across the 
barn yard with- 
out flounder- 
ing through mire, 
specimens of which, 
though on ones boots, 
would scarcely be ap- 
propriate in the parlor. 

This certainly is a 
sign of slack, if not 
poor management. The only profitable farm- 
ing in New England must spring from high 
manuring, and high cultivation. Without this, 
good crops may occasionally be obtained, but 
they will not generally be profitable ones. 
The first essential, then, to profitable farming 
is the manure. 

There is no other place where a large 
amount of coarse materials can be so profitably 
worked up into good manurt, as in a barn 
yard that was formed so as to be dishing in 
the centre. Where cattle are yarded at night, 
it is especially important that the yard should 
be covered with something which will not only 
absorb their droppings, but will serve as a dry 
and easy bed for them to sleep upon. If the 
litter of one kind and another is a foot thick, 
so much the better. All the waste straw, hay, 
orts left by the cattle, corn butts, and every 





refuse from the barn may appropriately go te 
the barn yard. To these should be added, in 
the summer, brakes and rank meadow grasses 
before they go to seed, turfs in abundance 
and peat from the meadows. All this ma- 
terial will be kept moist by the rains and 
droppings of the stock, and when mingled 
and pulverized by their feet, will furnish a 
most valuable mass that may be removed at 
least twice inthe year. The summer season 
is the best time, because the process of fer- 
mentation goes on then more freely. 

New materials should be added every week, 
and no work on the farm will pay better than 
strict attention to this, which is the main 
source of all success. It will not be found 
necessary to fill the yard at once, to the ex- 
clusion of all other duties, but make it a 
standing rule to occupy every hour that can 
be spared in keeping the yard properly sup- 
plied with such materials as will increase the 
bulk and value of the mass. 

An occasional ploughing will assist both 
pulverization and fermentation, as it will 
lighten up the materials, let in sun and rain 
and break up the coarser particles. 

The common want among farmers, all over 
New England, is larger quantities of some- 
thing that will enrich the soil. Pressing and 
important as this want is, many of the means 
common to all,—and well understood by all— 
are greatly neglected. Were the barn yards, 
barn cellars and pig-styes properly sup- 
plied and managed, the manure on our farms, 
generally, might be increased from one-third 
to one-half. 

Autumn is an excellent time to commence 
the good work. 

TO KEEP CELLARS FROM FREEZING. 

An untold amount of labor is annually ex- 
pended in New England in banking up with 
earth about the dwelling to keep the cellar 
trom freezing. That process has already 
been commenced all about us, and is a dirty 
and expensive one; and one which, when the 
work is well done, does not always accomplish 
the end sought. 

The method adopted, as described below, 
was tried by a gentleman with the cellar of an 
outhouse, in which, on several occasions, 
vegetables had frozen, although the cellar was 
fortified by a process well known to farmers 
as “banking.” The mode of proceeding is 
given by the Scientific American as follows : 


The walls and the ceiling were pasted over with 
four or five thicknesses of old newspapers, & cur- 
tain of the same material being also pasted over 
the small low windows st the top of the cellar. 
The papers were pasted to the bare joists over 
head, leaving an air space between them and the 
floor. He reports that the papers carried his roots 
through last winter, though the cellar was left un- 
banked, and he is confident they have made the 
cellar frost proof. We do not counsel the special 
use of old newspapers for this purpose. It is just 
as well or better to use coarse brown paper. 
Whatever paper is employed, it will be necessary 
to sweep down the walls thoroughly, and to use a 
very strong size to hold the paper to the stones. 
It is not necessary to press the paper down into 
all the depressions of the wall; every air space

Many times since the newspaper has been 
used where a blanket was needed, from which 
decided comfort was obtained. 

Writing the above quite near a large win- 
dow against which the cold November wind 
is beating, we became quite chilled, although 
the temperature of the room is nearly 70 
degrees in the centre. Hanging a newspaper 
against the window, we are no longer chilled, 
let the wind blow as it will. So, if you value

VENTILATION OF BEES IN WINTER. 
One of the principal causes of loss in the 
culture of bees is the want of a proper ven- 
tilation of the hive in winter. In the first 
place, bees are usually confined to a space al- 
together too small, That is, they do not need 
much room for placing their combs and _per- 
forming their work; but they do need wider 
and more ample surroundings. gp their nat- 
ural condition in a hollow tree, the actual 
space they occupy may not be larger than one 
or two cubic feet, while the space above and 
below the mmay be several feet. In this case, 
the moisture escaping from the bees finds ample 
room to pass off, without becoming condensed 
and falling back upon them, as it often does 
in most -of our artificial hives. When this 
takes place, even in only a slight degree, it 
becomes fatal to the family, The cold water 
wets and chills them so that they will not move 
to feed; mould soon ensues, and is extended 
through the whole mass of bees, and they die. 
Formerly we lost swarms every winter in this 
way. 

An upward ventilation is objectionable, be- 
cause it carries off the heat which is indispen- 
sable to the bees, and a side ventilation is 
found difficult to secure. What is needed is 
to find some mode of retaining the heat, and 
at the same time allow the moisture to escape 
80 as not to return in a condensed form upon 
the bees. These points are pretty well se- 
cured in the Torrey hive, but not perfectly. 

It is stated by Mr. J. H. Thomas, of Brook- 
lyn, Ontario, N. Y., that these essentials may 
be secured in the following manner :— 


“Cover all upward ventilating passages or open- 
ings, with some warm material that will absorb the 
moisture, but retain heat. Thick flannel or woolen 
cloth, an old bag, or quilts made for the purpose, 
will answer. Hence, if the top coverings of the 
hive are removed ,entirely, and a frame covered 
with wire cloth or strong linen put on instead, and 
over this some warm materia!,the moisture would 
entirely escape, leaving the bees and combs dry, 
while all the heat would be retained.” 

This would be easily done, and it seems to 
us would prove effectual, if the covering used 
were coarse woollen, so that the escaping va- 
por would readily pass through it into the open 
air. If striking on a surface as firm and 
smooth as stout linen, we should think it would 
condense there and fall again. 

Another error is found in most hives. The 
bottom board comes too nearthe combs. The 
castings of the swarm accumulate there and 
sometimes becoming moist, form a mass of 
filth which must be highly offensive to such 
neat and orderly creatures as bees. The 
space below the comb should be two or three 
feet instead of as many inches, as is often the 
case.

PREMIUMS FOR FOREST TREES. 


The Massachusetts Society for promoting Agri- 
culture has awarded to Mojor Ben: Perley Poore 
of Indian Hill Farm, near Newburyport, the pre- 
mium of one thousand dollars, which it offered in 
1858 for the best plantation of forest trees, planted 
before 1860 and growing in 1870. The first pre- 
mium for forest trees offered on this continent was 
by the Massachusetts are dl for Promoting Agri- 
culture, in 1797—a gold medal worth two hundred 
dollars. It was awarded to Col. Robert Dodge, of 
Hamilton, who was Major Poore’s grandfather, on 
the mother’s side, and this prompted the Major to 
compete for the premium last offered by the same 
society.— Daily Paper. 

KEMARKS.—Kgypt and some other countries 
in the old world are treeless, and the climate and 
the people suffer much in consequence thereof. 
But we do not share the fears that haye often been 
expressed of danger that a like calamity will oc- 
cur to New England. We have had to, fight the 
encroachments of the forest on cultivated land ad- 
joining strips of wood, and on pastures and mow- 
ing lots, too much to apprehend a failure of bushes 
or trees in New England. We have also seen too 
many of our hill farms abandoned to a thick, 
spontaneous growth of soft and hard wood, to 
think there is any great need of special encour- 
agement of tree planting among us. We know of 
one school district in which there were boys and 
girls enough to fill an ordinary country school 
house when we were young, in which at the pres 
ent time there is not a single family,—the whole 
territory being devoted to pasturage and the 
growth of forest trees. 





RELATIVE VALUE OF DIFFERENT 
ARTICLES OF FOOD. 

In reply to an Lilinois farmer who asks which 
is the cheapest feed for fattening sheep, corn at 
60 cents per bushel, oats at 40c, barley (No. 2) at 
75e, oil cake $35, or bran at $15 per ton, Mr. J. 
Harris says, in the Agriculturist, that assuming 
the value of the manure from a ton of corn to be 
worth six dollars, the following statement may be 
made :—

Mr. H. adds, “I do not think there is much dif- 
ference in the nutritire value of a ton of corn, oil- 
cake, oats, or barley, and consequently, leaving 
the manure out of the question, corn at the above 
prices, is the cheapest food, and, with the excep- 
tion of bran, it is also the cheapest article to feed, 
even after deducting the value of the manure.”’ 
Though this estimate is based on Illinois values, 
it may afford New England farmers a test by 
which to try their own experiments, and perhaps 
induce some one to make a statement from the 
teachings of his own experience.

PLOUGHING AND SOWING TO KILL BRUSHES IN A 
PASTURE. 

I have a side hijl in my pasture, which I wish 
to plough to kill the bushes. Now what grain is 
the best to sow for feed, and when the best time 
to sow it,—early in August or early in the spring? 

ReMARKS.—It is somewhat perplexing to deter- 
mine what is best to be done with such a pasture 
as you describe. If there are many bushes, the 
usual way is to cut and burn them, and if not too 
stony, plough and plant potatoes one year before 
seeding to grass. If not very stony, and thor- 
oughly burned over, perhaps a good harrowing 
would prepare the surface for grass seed and grain 
to be sown together early in the spring. We have 
not known this process tried, but it seems feasible, 
and if successful would save the cost and delay of 
ploughing. We should be glad to learn the result 
of such an operation. Sow oats, rye or barley, 
and cut green for fodder. 

ALSIKE AND COMMON CLOVERS. 

I also want information, concerning the Alsike 
clover. How much seed is required to the acre, 
and what is the cost per pound, and will it be good 
iQ stock down. @ vastus 2.1 om slopes disenny. 
my father would seed to clover, and I have known 
it to produce’a good crop the third year. Now, on 
the same land I can get no clover the second year, 
and yet I get larger cornthan my father did. Can 
you tell the reason that clover dies so quick now? 
Remarks.—The Alsike or Swedish clover we 
have not seen growing, but learn that it promises 
to become very useful. Only about four pounds 
of seed are sown to the acre. The foliage is said 
to be more abundant than our red clover, and does 
not turn dark to the same extent when the plant 
has matured. The flowers are very beautifal, of 
larger size than white clover, of pinkish color and 
very fragrant. 

If our common red clover is cut before the seed 
ripens and falls, and what grows the second time 
is fed off or cut off before the seed ripens and falls 
to the ground, the clover crop will at once die out. 
But with such re-seeding it will continue for many 
years. 

DROUGHT AND ITS EFFECTS. 
Ilere the drought has been severe. I do not 
think the oldest people ever knewits like. Streams 
that commonly supply ample water for mill pur- 
poses are now almost dry. We have not had a 
rain to thoroughly wet the soil since early in 
April. Corn and potatoes have suffered badly in 
dry soils; to the extent of one-haif in some fields. 
Some years I mow ten tons of rowen; this year 
about half aton. And yet at Ashfield, less than 
twenty miles distant, southwesterly, no crops have 
been injured by the drought. Erwan Gunn, 
Montague, Mass., Sept. 19, 1870. 

APPLE POMACE. 

Is there any value in apple pomace for manurial 
or other purposes? What is it worth per ton? 
Marlboro’, Mass., Oct., 1870 SUBSCRIBER, 
ReMarks.—Pomace is usually thrown from 
cider mills into the highway, streams and else- 
where as though it was generally thought to be 
worthless. Still we have seen cattle nibbling at 
these piles, which would seem to indicate that 
“unerring instinct’ detected value in the mass, 
A friend says that he knows one man who buys 
all he can get for feeding purposes. But how 
much he pays, or how he feeds it, our informant 
could not tell; probably, however, in smal! quanti- 
ties, and perhaps as a relish or seasoning for other 
food. 
Applied in large quantities, in its crude state, 
apple pomace is not unfrequently fatal to vege- 
table life, in consequence of the superabundance 
of acid (tartaric) which it contains. Elder bushes 
and bushes even more tenacious of life than the 
elder are often completely deadened in a single 
season by covering the soil around the roots by a 
layer of pomace four or five inches deep. But 
after this acid is neutralized, by quick lime, it 
becomes a valuable manure, especially for apple 
orchards, and is highly prized for that purpose in 
France. Where lime cannot be easily or cheaply 
obtained, the pomace may be deposited in some 
law plece where it will nat he liable to wash eores. 
and what wood ashes is at hand mixed with it, 
with five or six times the amount of pomace, of 
old, well-dried meadow-muck. Let it lie at leasta 
year, turning the mass over two or three times, 
and a few months before using, mix in a load or 
two of barn manure by way of leaven, and you 
will have some good manure.

We commend, 
therefore, the principle adopted by the author of 
this book of illustrating his theories and directions 
by specimens of landscape gardening which have 
been executed for occupants of country homes, 
and of giving the location of places thus embel- 
lished, with the names of the owners thereof, that 
those who would beautify their own places may 
have an opportunity of seeing the effect of the 
modes recommended, before they incur the ex- 
pense of applying them to their own premises. 

In this volume we have twenty-four full-paged, 
colored lithographic plates of improvements that 
have been made on estates in the vicinity of Bos- 
ton, New York, Hartford, Albany, Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, Philadelphia, &c.; as well as a large 
number of fine wood cuts illustrating the several 
processes of the work of improvement. 

As our eye has never been entirely satisfied with 
the results of the modern system of Landscape 
Gardening, we opened this beautifully executed, 
elaborate and costly work with the hope that we 
should here find a statement of the reasons on 
which the system is based that would better sat- 
isfy us of the correctness of those principles of 
taste which are involved in the popular modes of 
improving our grounds. But instead of this, we 
meet in the introductory remarks the following an- 
nouncement :—“‘As it is necessary to be brief”—[a 
necessity not evidenced by the large number of 
blank pages in the volume]—‘‘we shall not give 
the arguments in favor of the methods recom- 
mended here, but confine ourselves to such in- 
structions as our own personal practice, as well as 
the experience of the most eminent landscape ar- 
chitects, both in this country and Europe, have 
taught us to be the best.” 

But “the best” teachings of these “eminent 
landscape architects” differ very much at different 
times. Some years ago their “experience and 
practice” resulted in geometric eqnares oblongs 
and triangles. This “mode” was adhered to till 
the eye was offended by mathematical stiffuess. 
To avoid this error, the modern landscape gar- 
dener, it appears to us, has gone to the other ex- 
treme, and good taste is offended by the invariable 
squirm and irregularity of outline. The old system 
of gardening has been criticised as a mere exten- 
sion of the plan of the dweliing; but if the present 
principle of beautifying country homes, were to 
be applied to our residences, should we not find 
ourselves burrowing like woodchucks ? 

Is it impossible to combine the good points of 
each system into one harmonious and pleasing 
whole? May not the geometric and the “natural” 
be united in landscape gardening, with a better 
effect than is produced by a close adherence to 
either? 

But what is natural? Trees and shrubs may 
grow in clumps, and brooks may run in winding 
channels; but in many of the various manifesta- 
tions of Nature a wonderful sympathy with the 
laws of “geometry” is displayed. The trunk of 
our trees, the straw of our grain, the crystals of 
our salt and of our rocks; the lightning that 
angles across a dark cloud; the architecture of 
the honey bee and of the spider, are conformed to 
mathematical laws, but are they any the less nat- 
ural, or any the more offensive to cultivated taste ?

EXTRACTS AND REPLIES. 





SAMPLES OF PEAT. 


Mr. Brown:—I send three specimens of my 
peat muck. No. 1 is the top stratum, generally 
about two feet deep. No. 2 is the middle stratum, 
and of about the same thickness as No. 1. In 
some places there is another variety resembling 
No. 2, but tougher; the roots much less decayed, 
and in color just like old cider pomace. No. 3 is 
the lower stratum, and from three to eight feet in 
depth. I want your opinion of its value, also the 
relative value of the different specimens. 

RemMARKS.—We are always glad to notice an in- 
creased attention given to the sulject of peat. 
The depneite of thic material in Now Vnglond aro 
not only to become of vast importance as manurial 
agents, but as an article of fel. It is already 
pressed into the form of bricks, dried in the sun 
and used for household purposes. In some in- 
stances it is thrown, fresh from the pit, into fur- 
naces under steam boilers, and performs an eco- 
nomical service there; even the ‘water it contains 
being made to contribute to its heating effect.” 
In Germany the most beautiful oils have been ob- 
tained from peat; and also coal, illuminating gas, 
paraffine, kreosote and water, containing from one 
to three per cent. of ammonia. All these sub- 
stances are susceptible of useful applications in 
one art or another. 

But it is in am agricultural point of view that 
we wish to consider the matter at present. 

The three samples of peat forwarded by our 
correspondent have been carefully examined. 
They are all well worth digging, and carting a 
mile, for use on the farm. Sample No. 1 is the 
most highly decomposed, and undoubtedly the 
most valuable of the three; but even this, upon 
wetting and rubbing it between the fingers, is 
found not fine and unctuous to the touch as peat 
is often found. Itis sufficiently fine, however, to 
be used in any compost. The samples two and 
three, would be excellent for the barn yard and 
pig stye; or for bedding under cattle; or as an 
absorbent in the trench behind them. 

A thorough analysis of peat would require a 
somewhat long and expensive process. This is 
not essential in your case, nor in that of most far- 
mers, as you Can experiment with all the varieties 
of peat you may have, upon small plats of ground. 
Be careful, however, that the peat is not mixed 
with other substances, or if it is, made all alike, 
and put it all on the same kind of soil. Leave a 
space of a rod or two between the plots, and cul- 
tivate one plot as much as the other. Such tests 
will show the value of the peat.

Remarks. — We have known several similar 
cases. They sometimes occur when the hog is 
dressed in a moderately cold day ; just cold enough 
to dry and contract the skin, but not sufficiently so 
to cool the inner portions of the flesh. To prevent 
the taint, as soon as the hog is dressed, split the 
body down through the backbone, and unless the 
animal is a very large and fat one, it will cool suf- 
ficiently quick to prevent any injury. Even ifa 
hog is not a large one, it is always safer to split 
the carcase down, although it may not be quite so 
convenient sending it to market as when whole. 
Possibly the man who dressed the lot of hogs of 
which yours was one, allowed yours to lie upon 
the ground, after being stuck, while he was dress- 
ing the others. Sometimes pork will be tainted 
by lying in that condition only an hour or two. 
We are not certain but there may be some at- 
mospheric influence which induces the taint, for 
more cases occurred last fall than we have known 
in a life time before.

If it is loose gravel, fill with loam; if sand, fill 
with loam and muck ; but if an adhesive clay soil, 
fill with sand ard loam, and plough deeply so as 
to mingle them thoroughly before planting the 
trees. 





A STUB IN THE HORSE, 


My brother bas a nice five-year old horse which 
was injured two years ago by having a stub jammed 
in his side, back of the shoulder. The wound 
matterated, the stub come out, the sore healed up 
and left a scar. This summer a bunch has gath- 
ered near this scar about the size of a goose egg, 
and is hard and loose.

Remarks.—If the horse isa valuable animal, 
and the bunch is loose, we should advise you to 
employ the best surgical skill you can get, and 
have the bunch taken out. The bunch was prob- 
ably caused by the stub. The operation need not 
be a long nor painful one. 





APPLES AND CIDER. 


Apples, cooked or raw, are to most people very 
wholesome. Sweet apples contain considerable 
nutriment and add some vitality. Why don’t far- 
mers raise more sweet apples? This is being an 
uncommon year for this fruit. Every family who 
has a supply of apples should’ dry a good stock, 
and should prepare a goodly quantity of “cider 
apple sauce,” or “apple butter.” It is very, whole- 
some, especially with meats; ten times more so 
than tomatoes. Apples keep the best in cool, dry 
cellars. As apples are a natural fruit of this lati- 
tude, the expressed juice (cider) is the natural 
spirit of this climate. It should never be made in 
any but a wooden mill. Every one who basa suit- 
able cellar to keep cider in should bottle up a few 
gallons for future use, as cider is of great medi- 
cinal value and it can be kept for years. Boiled 
cider is of much medicinal worth. Take sweet 
cider just from the press, boil four barrels down 
to one, put it in kegs or jugs, cork tight, put it in 
a cold place and it will keep good for years. No 
family should be without boiled cider or a tub of 
“cider apple butter.”’ Dr. Boynton,

If he will also examine closely the sharpened end | 
of the sticks, when freshly drawn from the mud, he 
will perceive plainly the marks of the beaver’s teeth. 
A number of years ago a townsman brought to 
me @ bushel of just such sticks as are described in 
the item inthe Farmenof October 29, and which he | 
excavated while ditching a meadow. The sticks | 
were whole in form and apparently pretty sound 
when I first saw them, but after a few days of ex- 
posure to the atmosphere they cracked and cram- 
bled away into dust. The print of the beaver’s 
teeth was as plainly to be seen where the stick had 
been cut off, when they were first drawn from the 
mud and for some hours thereafter, as the nails 
on my fingers. The wood had been preserved in 
form by its constant contact with wet earth, for 
perhaps 200 years; but exposure to drying air in 
the course of a few days resolved them back to 
their original elements. There is not the Icast 
doubt in my mind that Mr. Call struck an old 
beaver dam, constructed perhaps centuries ago.

CHALLENGE CROP OF APPLES. 


October 27th, I gathered from a single tree forty 
bushels of apples, barrel measure; thirty-seven 
bushels of which were stored in my cellar, and 
three classed as cider apples. The tree is a seed- 
ling, and the fruit rather small, and in common 
seasons will keep till May. 

PROVIDE BEDDING POR STOCK. 
Now is the time to fill a large pen with leaves, 
to which you can go for an armful to make a drv, 
warm bedding for the animals next winter. It 
you can get sawdust by going not over four miles 
for it, lay in a quantity of that also. It is good as 
a bedding, and as an absorbent of urine. Thus 
you will add to the comfort of your animals and 
to the size of the manure heap. “The merciful 
man is merciful to his beasts,” and here in New 
England we must learn to be merciful to the soul. 

CLAY AS A DRESSING. 

If clay can be procured by carting not over one 
mile, and ov a road not too steep tor drawing a 
decent sized load, I can recommend, from experi- 
ence, its application in smal! quantities to all 
lands excep: those wet or already sufficiently 
clayey. Now is the time for carting it. The 
frosts of winter will prepare it for spreadf{mg in 
the spring.

VERMONT DAIRYMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 
Although we published last week a brief but 
very comprehensive report of the address of the 
Hon. X. A. Willard, at the meeting of the Ver- 
mont Dairymen’s Association in Montpelier, Oct. 
| 26, we think the following synopsis by another 
| correspondent, and more at length, of this address 


| will be read with interest.—[Eps. 

Hon. X. A. Willard’s Address. 

The cheese factory system was originated by 
| Jesse Williams, of Rome, N. Y. From the 
| small beginning of this private manufacturer, 
| it had prospered, till the State of New York 
now has nearly fifteen hundred cheese facto- 
ries. The factory system, aside from lighten- 
ing the toil and hardship of large private 
dairies, must commend itself as the most efli- 
cient producer of cheap food. The abund- 
| ance and cheapness of food has much to do 
| with the wonderful development of mind in 
| America. ‘The rapidity with which population 
| 


| 
| 


|increases inthis country, is already making 
meat too dear and scarce to be within the 
reach of many of the poorer classes. 

Some other form of cheaper animal food 
must be had. To the poor and middling 
classes, the associated dairy system comes as 
the fruit of a beneficent purpose of Providence, 
and to it the masses must look for cheap ani- 
mal food. ‘To illustrate: a good steer at 
four years, well fattened, will yield 1000 Ibs 
of meat, while a single cow will yield in one 
season, from five to six hundred pounds of 
cheese. When to this we add, thatone pound 
of cheese is equal in nutritive value to two 
pounds of meat, the value of the dairy, as a 
producer of cheap food, is apparent. Milk 
itself deserves to be more largely used as food ; 
even at ten or twelve cents per quart, it is the 


cheapest food to be had. 
The tactory system 13 found tu be & mos 


efficient educator of the farmers, as they at- 
tend the dairy conventions, intent upon glean- 
ing facts which can be applied to their busi- 
ness, and thereby coined into money. The 
conventions of the American Dairymen’s As- 
sociation fill the largest hall in Utica, and 
men of the highest information and largest 
talent are found in attendance at these meet- 
ings. If Vermont would keep pace with the 
improvement of the age; if she would call to 
her fertile hills an intelligent yeomanry, capa- 
ble of transmitting her rich legacy of free in- 
stitutions to future .enerations, she must do 
it by giving these associations her hearty sup- 
port and patronage. This is an age of com- 
petitive industries. Misdirection of land to 
ends for which it is not adapted, is the key to 
the immigration West, and the decline of New 
England agriculture. 

In the specialty of grain growing, the West- 
ern farmer can seriously compete with the 
Vermont farmer, unless grain be grown in 
connection with and auxiliary to some other 
specialty. The dairy gives that specialty. 
The dairy region lies between the 40th and 
45th parallels of latitude, and of this vast 
stretch of dairy country, Vermont, by its sweet 
and fertile pastures, its favorable concomi- 
tants of good water and cool climate, presents 
a rich and inviting field for the enterprising 
dairyman. 

The dairy farmer, having a wide market 
and little competition, can largely diversify his 
production. He can raise fancy stock, or beef 

or the shambles, if need be, as well as pro- 
duce milk, butter and cheese. 

In freights, the dairy farmer has greatly the 
advantage. His products, in proportion to 
their value, can be placed in the market much 
more cheaply than the grosser products of the 
farm. A good dairy farm is, per se, a good 
stock farm; but a stock farm is not always a 
good dairy farm. The stock farms of the 
Southwest are not good dairy farms, on ac- 
count of poor water and unfavorable climatic 
influences. 

“Fue need be so fear that we shall glut 
the market, as consumption keeps even pace 
with supply. No nation of og ont under. the 
sun eat so much butter as the American, and 
the waste of this article, in cooking and table 
use, is enormous. Some 700,000,000 pounds 
of butter are annually consumed in the United

While there is no fear that the dairy busi- 
ness will be overdone, as a whole, there is 
danger, if all should bend their energies to 
the production of either butter or cheese, of 
loss and ruin. If each branch shall keep its 
own proper sphere of production, diversifying 
it to meet the wants of special markets, the 
highest success ia attainable. 

The details of the process of condensing 
milk at Elgin, Illinois, were then given, and 
were very interesting. This branch of indus- 
try was yet in its infancy, but in time would 
be grea'ly enlarged, and serve to make a wider 
market than is now had for the sale of milk. 

The Orange County, New York, butter as- 
sociation was first formed to defend its mem- 
bers from the atrocious exactions of middle- 
men. At its factories, fourteen quarts of milk 
are found to make one pound of butter, and 
two pounds of skim cheese. As much fresh 
cream is sold ae will command a high price, 
400 the Dalauec suede tute faavy hattan Mille 
for this manufactory is worth five cents a 
quart; for cheese-making, four cents; while 
by the condensing process, it is made worth 
ten cents. The dairyman, of all farmers, 
ought to know just the cost of his products, 
and be always ready to meet the market at a 
good price. However much the dairy product 
may increase in the future, when our wide 
Western domain shall be peopled, our count- 
less sources of mineral and manufacturing 
wealth improved and developed, we shall have 
a bome market which it will tax our energies 
to supply. 

Let one fact be understood, that, while poor 
butter does not pay fcr making, the entire 
product of many fancy dairies sells in New 
York at $1 per pound. A good marketable 
butter isnow made from the whey of cheese 
factories, at the rate of 24 pounds of good 
butter from 500 gallons of whey, while the 
whey so treated is just as valuable for swine 
as before. The speaker believed, from his 
own experiments, that this process added to 
its value. Every farmer ought at least to 
know how, and have sufficient pride to do, at 
least, one thing well, whether the product be 
fowls, hogs, cattle or cheese. The highest 
profit is obtained by producing the best article 
of its kind.

For curing cheese a temperature of 70 de- 
grees was claimed to be essential. 

Our hot climate, especially that of the past| 
summer, is highly unfavorable to the proper | 
curative process. There is a marked depre-| 
ciation in the quality of the cheese product of 
1870, as compared with that of 1869. He} 
who shall invent some fixture or arrangement 
properly counteracting these climatic tenden- 
cies in the curing room, will open amine of 
wealth to the cheese interests. Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have this year been lost by 
the overheating and fermentation of cheese in 
the process of curing. Skim cheese, properly 
cured, ofien commands a higher price than 
whole cheese improperly cured. In the cheese 
maker, not only the eye, but the sense of smell 


and touch must, be educated to the hichest de- 
gree, and the close application the at fnowi- 


edge to the matter in hand was in the highest 
degree essential to success. 

At the close of the address, the association 
voted Mr. Willard their hearty thanks for his 
practical address, and with the hope that this 
brief abstract may instruct and benefit your 
readers, I close PLymMoutTn.

Are the bean poles, stakes for tomatoes, 
hot-bed frames, melon and cucumber boxes, 
&c., gathered and stored uader cover? They 
will last enough longer to pay for such care 
and attention.

If so, it shows that there is 
need of underdraining, and now is just the 
time to do it advantageously. Vegetables, 
vines and fruit trees, can no more live and 
thrive with wet feet than you can preserve 
your own health with your feet constantly 
soaked incold water. Perhaps you have often 
wished, and intended to drain it some time. 
Well, this fall is the best time you will ever 
have to do it. The ground is now clear of 
crops, and after the late, long, hot, dry sum- 
mer, there should be little water to interfere

than three feet deep; secure a good outlet, as 
drains fail as often from a bad outlet as any 
other cause; lay good, well burned pipe and 
collar tile, not less than two inches bore, hav- 
ing a true descent from head to ou'let, and 
cover all well before the ground freezes. If 
well and faithfully done it will yield you bet- 
ter satisfaction than any other job accomplished 
in the garden this summer. 

How about the grape vines? Ilave you 
enough for a good supply for your family? 
Now is a good time to investigate the merits 
of different varieties, and to decide what ones 
you will add to your collection. Haven't got 
any! Then, just sell a dozen or two of eggs, 
from old *‘gpec,”” and invest the pro -eeds early 
next spring in one Hartford Prolitic, one. Con- 
cord, one Delaware and one Iona. These will 
do to commence with, if your garden is not 
too far north or ontoo high a hill, and my word 
you will never regret the expenditure. “Early 
this month is, perhaps, as good a time for 
pruning the vine as you will have.

Save 
cuttings, burying them in sand in the bottom 
of the cellar, if not too moist, for increasing 
stock if desirable. 

I saw, as I passed your place the past sum- 
mer, that you had a variety of roses, flower- 
ing shrubs, vines, &c., which added greatly to 
the attractiveness of your place. Have you 
given them winter protection? We have had 
an unusually hot summer, and as ‘tis said that 
‘one extreme follows another,”’ we may have 
an extremely cold winter. The hardy June 
roses bloom better if laid down and slightly 
covered. The Hybrid Perpetuals are not safe 
without some protection; the Bourbons, Noi- 
settes and Chinas absolutely require it. Nearly 
all rare shrubs and herbaceous plants should 
have a few leaves or a handful of rubbish, that 
will not harbor mice, gathered around the 
crowns, with a little manure added. Newly 
planted shrubs, small trees—conifers in particu- 
lar,—Rhododendrons, Kalmias, Azalias, &c., 
should have a few pine or cedar boughs tied 
around them, or stuck in among the branches, 
so as to pretty effectually shield them from 
the sun, as a bright sun in winter spoils the 
beauty of color in the leaves, Small hillocks 
of fresh soil thrown up around the stems of all 
freshly planted trees, shrubs, &c., are benefi- 
cial. No tall grass or weeds should be al- 
lowed to stand in the vicinity of trees, shrubs, 
&e. to furnish harhars far mice during wintar

and room suflicient, for cabbage plants, cauli- 
flowers, lettuce, radishes, &c., with good 
covering to lay over them during the coidest 
weather?

For the New England larmer, 
DEEP AND SHALLOW PLOUGHING. 


Most all of the agricultural papers in our 
land have correspondents who advocate ‘‘deep 
ploughing,” but very few recommend ‘‘shal- 
low ploughing.” Is it because deep plough- 
ing is the exception and shallow the rule? 
Having bad experience in the matter, I have 
decided that deep ploughing, as a general 
practice, is detrimental to the interest of the 
farmer. 

In the year 1865, I manured very heavily 
four and one half acres of sward land, which

This year it was mowed again, and gave a 
tolerable crop of hay. I think the land will 
recover its former fertility in time, but the 
loss has been too great. 

I had much rather plough five to six inches, 
and run the subsoil plough four or five inches 
deeper. This I have done on 19 acres of 
these clay lands with great success, improving 
both grass and grain. I think manure cover- 
ed not over five to six inches deep will pive 
the greatest benefit to the corn crop 
roots grow near the turfice :

BAVING MANURE, 
Our correspondent, J. M. Crafts, Whately, 
Mass., writes as follows to the Boston Culti- 
vator :— 


For the last ten years, I have not allowed 
any waste, from water or wind, of my manure, 
as I have carefully housed it all, and have en- 
deavored to save the urine by means of ab- 
sorbents, placed in a trench behind my stock; 
using, more generally, peat muck for that 
purpose; sometimes I have used sand. The 
quantity and quality of the manure thus made 
is about in the same ratio, say, one multiplied 
by ten. Antediluvians thought, and plainly 
told me, that ‘‘I should spoil my land by using 
so much muck ; it would sour it all up.’ But 
I have lived to see some of these same men 
drawing muck of late years, and using the 


tended with a good deal of labor—the supply- 
ing of the trench every day—and I have been 
casting about for some easier method of ac- 
complishing the same result with less labor, 
I have just completed a new stable, 15 by 
10 feet, making room for nine head of cattle 
and two horses. Underneath I have a base- 











ment room—above ground—that is the same 
size of the stable, and about eight feet high; 
be wall of stone surrounds it on three sides, 

three and one half feet high, on which rest 
| the sills of my barn. The whole cellar is en- 
closed and warm, so that I hope to prevent 
| the manure from freezing in the winter. 
The bottom of this cellar is covered with 
| old brick, laid flat ways down, and a little 
| apart, and then covered and completely filled 
| with hydraulic-cement mortar, made so soft 
that it would easily fill every crevice between 
| the bricks, and the coating will vary from one- 
| half to one inch on the top of the brick; the 
| wall is pointed with the same material. This 
| is done to prevent the pigs from rooting the 
| bottom of the cellar all up, and to retain, to 
| an extent at lea-t, the urine not taken up by 
|the peat and other absorbents sepplied. I 
| have now four pigs busily at work on the pile, 
| and so far I am pleased with the results of my 
| labors, and I hope to make more manure, and 
better, than I have ever done before. When 
I have proved it, I will give the results.

ASIATIC FOWLS. 

Some twenty-five years ago, when the Asi- 
atic breeds of fowls made their appearance 
j}among us, we were upon the verge of hen 
| feverism, and the buff Shanghai gave ic the 

impetus. When first introduced they were a 
| large, yet compact, short-legged bird, and 
| were received by farmers as a very desirable 

fowl for market purposes; but soon the fan- 
| ciers, ‘taking for their stand-point, size alon«,” 
}commenced breeding for that desideratum, 

producing a long-legged, coarse, ungainly 
| fowl that could easily look down upon the top 
|of a flour barrel, or take their corn from a 
four foot post; the bones of snch fowls were 
found to weigh more than their ff 
taining the age of twelve months; the pullets 
not laying until six and seven months old, 

Therefore the boarder at the hotel would not 
eat them; the hotel proprictor refused to pur- 
chase them; the butcher could find no sale for 
| them; the farmer would not raise them, and 
| the country at large cried them down, until 
the old Shangbai fowl was in oblivion. 

Now, at the present time, we notice the 
same spirit manifest in the breeding of Light 
Brahmas. Agricultural fairs and poultry 
shows are favoring size much to thy detriment 
of other points more requisite to P profitable 
| fowl; and our fanciers are endeavoring to in- 
| crease the size by selecting, as bre eders, large, 
coarse, long-legged birds. If this course is 
continued, we shall soon have in form and 
worthlessness a second tribe of Shanghai fowls. 

For profit in market fowls and as egg pro- 
ducers, give me the compact, short-legged 
Brahma that will mature to Jaying at four and 
five months old, and the young fowls, when 
dressed, are not all legs and bones. I have 
bred the Light Brahmas in purity for the past 
twenty years, from 200 to 400 annually. My 
young cocks hatched in March, when ten 
weeks old, sell readily, at that early season, in 
| Boston market at $1 each; and my puilets, 
when high fed, lay at four and five months old. 
Of all breeds yet introduced the Light Brah- 
mas stand No. 1.

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COARSE WOOLS IN LARGE FLOCKS 


In reply to a request for his experience with 


long wool sheep, Mr. Ira S. Haseltine, of 
Richland Centre, Wisconsin, and a breeder of 
high standing, writes as follows to Hon. H. 
S. Randall, as published in the ural New 
Yorker :— 

About five years ago I sold my flock of 
about 2000 Spanish Merinos, (which I had 
handled successfully for several years,) and 
purchased about five hundred Cotswolds, Lei- 
cesters and Lincolgs, in Canada, and took 
them to my place in Richland county, Wis- 
consin. I have kept them in different-sized 
flocks at different times, according to size of 
pasture in summer and convenience of feed- 
ing in winter. 1 find they will not do well on 
wild prairie grass, or timbered land pasture 
like the Spanish Merinos. They do well on 
good English grass pasture in summer, and 
shock corn with timothy hay in winter. 

I kept three hundred in one floek during 
one winter; I fed them shock corn and timo- 
-thy hay; they wintered very well. They had 
an open shed for shelter. I am satisfied that 
the Spanish Merinos will do much better in 
large flocks than the long-wooled sheep of any 
kind, either during summer or winter 1 now 





j keep about 1000 sheep of the d ferent kinds, 


and breed them separately. 1 like the long 
wools best for raising lambs, as they are much 
better milkers; I also like them much better 
for mutton. I like the Spanish Merino best 
for subduing wild pasture, and for rough usage 
in large flocks. 

Cashmere Goats. 

Ialso keep a flock of avout one hundred 
Cashmere goats, which are more hardy and 
better breeders than any other wool bearing 
animal. They live upon browse both summer 
and winter, and cost me no bay or grain to 
keep them whilst they are permitted to run in 
the woods. I have kept them for five years, 
and am much pleased with them. They are 
valuable for their wool, their milk, their meat, 
and their skins for robes. Their milk is par- 
ticularly valuable for consumptive persons 
and children while teething. 








Pork FATrENED ON Wury.—!In some re- 
marks on feeding hogs at cheese factories, in 
a late article in the Rural New Yorker, Mr.

In feeding whey to hogs, bran, ship-stuffs, 
or some kind of meal should be mingled with 
the whey.

t does not contain the elements of nutrinon 
in the right proportion to preserve the animals 
in good health and make the best quality of 
Ork.

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REVIEW OF THE WEEK. 

The war news is less peaceful than was 
hoped for last week. The attempts for an 
armistice have apparently failed.—It is al- 
leged that Russia is apprehensive of a revival 
of Polish nationality under Prussian protec- 
tion —The Italian government has issued a 
proclamation setting forth the powers, privi- 
leges and limitations of the papacy in its new 
circumstances.—Darkness is soon to prevail in 
Paris, it is said as gas cannot much longer be 
made, ard the candles have long ago been 
eatep up under tbe name of *‘butter.”’ 

A strong opposition is manifested by Cas- 
tellar and other leading Republicans, against 
the proposition to make a king for Spain out 
of the boy prince of Italy. Admiral Topete 
told Prim that he would not draw his 
sword to assist a foreigner. Indications in 
the Cortes, however, render it probable that 
the young prince will be chosen. A resolu 
tion by Castellar, censuring Prim for ofi+ring 
his (Aosta’s) name, was lost 122 to 44 —The 
Madrid papers take the unnecessary pains to 
inform the United Srates that Cuba is not for 
sale. We believe it is not yet entirely certain 
that Spain would have the selling of the 
island if it were in the market. 

The Italian government has proclaimed 
that all the Pope's sovereign powers and pre- 
rogatives as the ecclesiastical head of the 
Romish church shall be preserved to him, and 
also permits the interdiction against Protest- 
ant churches in Rome to continue. Moreover 
it is stated that King Victor Emanuel hesi- 
tates to remove the Italian seat of government 
to Rome, from fear of the anathemas of ‘‘the 
church.” The Protestants will not relish this 
news, nor be able to see precisely how much 
the cause of religious liberty has gained in 
Rome by the deposition of the Pope from his 
temporal power. 

Wurtemburg, Baden and Hesse have defi- 
nitely decided to enter the North German 
Union ; but Bavaria, the chief of the South 
German States, still hesitates to give up her 
military sovereignty. 

The November elections furnish the princi- 
pai items of domestic news ior the week. 
The first returns are summarized in other 
columns.—The Zribune's Washington special 
ba; that the English mission has been ten- 
dered to Gen. Schenck, but declined.—Judge 
Woodruff, of the United States District Court 
in New York, has decided that the new na- 
tional election law regarding registration is 
constitutional.—In the United States Circuit 
Court, Terrence Quinn, for fraudulent regis- 
tration, was sentenced to two years in the 
Albany Penitentiary and to pay the costs of 
prosecution—and others have been similarly 
convicted and sentenced. 

The census returns from the southern States 
indicate an increase of the colored population 
tince 1860 —The Chicago Board of Trade has 
rejected resolutions in favor of ‘‘reciprocity” 
with Canada, even when sugared with a pro- 
position for opening the St. Lawrence, and 
the improvement of that route to the ocean. 

Another dreadful shipwreck bas occurred, 
in the foundering of the steamship Varuna, 
with nearly qj her passengers and crew, on 
her passage from New York to Galveston — 
A Pacific Railroad train was twice plundered 
last week, by bighwaymen, who entered the 
express and baggage cars at two stations, and 
presented pistols at the heads of the conductor 
acd other officers.—Another set of bold oper- 
ators evinced their business abilities the other 
day by entering a Wall Street office in broad 
day-light, and coolly carrying off atin box 
containing $100,000 in bonds, while the atten- 
tion of the man in charge was diverted by con- 
versation. 

Several persons were killed in New York 


harbor the other day, by an explosion on 
board a steam tug whose officers were “racing 


her” with another tug for a keg of lager beer. 

The Maine Central gauge having been 
changed from broad to narrow, passefgers 
now go from Boston to Bangor via Augusta 
without change of car, A night express 
through is talked of. 

-Nlscon's concerts in Boston have been very 
euccessful pecuniarily—the receipts for the 
first evening having been #8,000, a larger 
sum than before received in this country at 
any single concert outside the ‘*Coliseum,” 
since Jenny Lind’s day. For the course of 
five concerts $23,000 was received. 

The weather has been covler during the 
past week, than previously, although still 
pleasant generally, and mild{for the season. 
No rain of consequence up to Tuesday, ex- 
cept a heavy thunder-shower on Thursday of 
last week, exceptionally severe for November, 
which extended over a large part of New 
England. Several houses were struck by 
lightning in this city, one at Natick, a barn at 
Springfield,—several horses killed at New- 
port R. I, The storm was very severe at 
Concord and in Sullivan county and other 
parts of New Hampshire. The town-house at 
Fitzwilliam was struck and considerably dam- 
aged. Other places in that vicinity are also 
reported to have been struck. At Marl- 
borough a terrific bolt descended near the 
public school building, knocking the teacher 
iasensible. 

The failure to secure an armistice in Europe 
ha‘ not caused gold to advance. any here, up 
to Wednesday. It was sold rather lower than 
last week—11.

It is said that the laiter held to the 

point that France should recognize cession of 
territory as a possible condition of peace, on 

the other hand that Thiers insisted on replen- 

ishing the supplies of Paris without giving 

Prussia any equivalent advantage, and then 

again, because the plenipotentiaries could not 

agree upon terms for admitting Alsace and 

Lorraine to a participation in the election. 

Whatever may have been the reasbh, the jact 
Seemed quite certain, when this article was 
written, that the armistice once agreed upon 
between M. Thiers and Count Bismark was 
nullified; and the war is to go on, probably 
with more energy and virulence than before. 
The solution cannot now ptobably be reached 
until Paris bas been subjected to a destructive 
bombardment, (one report said it was to 
commence last Tuesday,) and a deadly as- 
sault, or to a protracted siege and semi-star- 
vation. The French sympathizers look for a 
raising of the siege by large armies from the 
provinces, acting in concert with the garrison ; 
but we think the Prussians will have quite 
strength enough to prevent the success of any 
such efforts. Although the French garrison 
and outside forces may be numerically nearly 
equal to the Prussians now in France, they are 
not nearly so well armed or supplied, as yet, 
and cannot be for some months to come; and 
see capfidenes, the ‘apaden ef Ube eR, 
invaders. There are conflicting accounts as 
to this, it is true; but the mere fact that from 
400,000 to 600,000 French troops of all arms. 
(by their own enumeration.) have allowed 
themselves to be pent up in Paris for weeks 
by less than their own number of Prussians, 
does not show a very great degiee of either 
efliciency, confidence or courage on the part 
of the men—unless, indeed, their officers are 
utterly inefficient, which we suspect may be 
the case, but which would of itself be a suffi- 
cient reason for expecting an utter defeat of 
the French in the end. 

The Paris provisional government is ina 
very perilous position, from the dissatisfied 
and dangerous temper of the mob, and are 
unable, from that reason to do all that they 
would like to do in the way of procuring fa- 
vorable terms of peace. The Red Republican 
leaders incited a mot against them because 
they at first agreed to an armistice, and the 
members were with difficulty rescued by the 
national guards, and their action is now ham- 
pered by the liability to similar perils in the 
future. 

The rumor ef last week that the soldiers of 
Bazaine's great army at Metz had refused to 
submit to his capitulation, proved to be with- 
out foundation. The formidable fortress is 
now in full possession of the Prussians, to- 
gether with its immense stores of arms and 
ammunition—and the French garrison and ar- 
my have been sent into Germany. 





THE PRICES OF GRAIN. 

There are some considerations connected 
with the probable demand for and prices of 
breadstuffs during the next year, which are 
worth remembering. They are clearly pre- 
sented in a recent article which we find in the 
New York Times. Among other things the 
writer refers to the recent development of the 
railway system of Russia, as well as of other 
European countries. This has opened up 
and rendered easy of approach vast tracts of 
grain-growing territory which were, a short 
time since practically inaccessible. Hence, 
upon any emergency, quantities of Rus-ian 
wheat and corn can be thrown on the market, 
which were formerly consumed at bome, de- 
stroyed, or not grown at all. We have there- 
fore to expect, as a consequence of this rail- 
Toad GeVelOpMent, especially m iussia, a 
formidable rivalry for all American grain. 
No doubt there will still be a demand, anda 
large one, for our breadstuffs. But we shall 
not enjoy, in emergencies, a practical monopo- 
ly. Eastern Russia will be hereafter to West- 
ern Europe something like what Iowa, Minne- 
sota, and Illinois are to ourselves; and calcu- 
lations in which this momentous fact is not duly 
estimated are very likely to prove delusive. 
Already we see it stated that speculators are 
holding vast quantities of wheat in Russian 
towns, waiting for the expected demand, 





A DREADFUL SHIPWRECK. 

The Steamship Varuna, from New York for 
Galveston, foundered at sea in a hurricane on 
the 20th ult., and all her passengers and crew 
were lost except W. Kirtland, second mate, 
William Wallace, quartermaster, Thomas 
Glennon, James Burns and George Watson, 
seaman. From Wallace’s account we extract 
the following :~ 

We had fine weather up to the morning of 
Oct. 20, when the wind sprung up from the 
south, and at noon there was a moderate gale. 
As the sun went down it was blowing a perfect 
burricane. All went well until eight o'clock. 
when the wind shifted suddenly to the south- 
west; the ship became unmanageable, and 
having a list to port the sea commenced rush- 
ing on board on the lee side, staving in the 
bulwarks and cabin door. We tried to get 
off before the wind, and put on all the steam 
we could, but it was ofno use. I was at the 
wheel, and we brougbt ber up to the wind 
again and tried to fix the cabin door, but the 
ea rushed on board to such a degree that the 
men could not work. By this time the waves 
had stove in the engine-house, and were rush- 
ing down into the fire and engine-room at the 
rate of many tons per minute, and the ship 
listing over more was fast filling. I lashed 
the wheel after I felt the engine stop, and then 
managed to get on the hurricane deck, where 
I found two lee boats gone from the ship and 
the men getting the other boats ready. I 
camé back to the captain's room and opened 
the weather cabin door to see how the passen- 
gers were behaving, but I could not see a soul. 
pas they were all in their state-rooms, unable to 
come out on account of the sbip’s lying on her 
beam ends. I then went on the burricane 
deck and got into the after-boat with six 
others. 

[The steamer soon sunk from under them 
and the other boats were involved and lost. 
Walleicte beat wae thiewe upon the Vieoidea 
coast by the surf, after being out sixty hours. }

cities, revictualling the capital, and guarantees for 
the election Of an assembiv for the whole of 
France, including Alsace and Lorraine, 
The War goes n. 

Versariies, Nov. 6. The provisional govern- 
ment finally rj-cted the protocol agreed upon by 
Thicrs and Bismarck, although previously thev 
had signitied their approval. Ubiers bes received 
orders from Paris to notify Bismark that his con- 
ditions cannot be accepted. The war goes on.

Napoleon’s Defence 
: Lonpon, Nov. 3 —The Figaro publishes a ver- 
sion of the Emperor Napoleon's pamplet on the 
campaign of 1870, and the causes which led to the 
capialation ot sedan. The Emperor recalls his 
manifesto Just sfier the misgiving with which he 
listened to tbe cry, “Onto Berhin.” Hes ays bis 
plan was to mass 150.000 men at Metz, 100000 at 
Strasbourg and 50 000 at Cbalons, and cross the 
Rhine near Uaguenau with a large force in order 
ty Separate Southern Germ ny from the Northern 
Contederation. He huped to win the first great 
battle, and secure the allianceof Austria and Italy 
with France in imposing neutrality on Bavaria, 
Baden avd Wuartemburg. The defects im the 
Frenen military system aod the delay in bringing 
Up Men avd materiatuef ated this plan. He enu- 
merates the oiMlcutties encountered, bat eequits 
bis « flivers of binme. The Germans having »mple 
time to bring their forces into the ficld, the French 
were outnumbered ard put on the defensive. The 
pawphblet cluses with the declaration that the Ger- 
mao suc‘’ss¢es are due to their superiority of 
numbers, improved artillery, vigorous discipline, 
respect for authority, and toe mil tary and puatrio- 
tic spirit of the people, which abs -ros all o her in- 
terests und Ovinions. It censures the loose hanits 
introduced by the African wars, im which the 
French regular troops had been engaged, which it 
enumerat s as want of discipline, lack of cohe-10n, 
absence «f order, carelessness of bearing, and the 
excess Of luggage carvied by the infantry.
